will succeed, i f planted a s late as 


November in the latitude o f W a s h ­ 


ing. they are nmeh 
better 
planted 
earlier, and in the Northern S ta te - 


wili not succeed when planted later 


than October. 


In the ease o f crocus, m any will 
find 
it desirable 
to establish 
the 
plants that they grow and blossom 
on the lawn much as the wild flowers 
do, or the\ m ay lie mixed with other 


bulbs in the border where they will 


be one o f the earliest flowers to a p ­ 
pear in the spring and will have d is­ 
appeared before the narcissus begin 
to bloom. 
The list o f varieties o f 


the latter often known as daffodils 
or jonquils, 
is almost 
bewildering 
and 
some 
o f the 
more 
vigorous 
grow ing kinds m a y also be e sta b li­ 
shed in the lawn in a more or less 
natural state. 
Many o f the 
varie­ 


ties however that succeed in this way 


in England where the flower is e x ­ 


ceedingly popular, will not do so well 


in this country, except in the S o u th ­ 
ern S ta te s and oil the Pacific Coast.

The work should 
be undertaken as soon as 'early frost 
has injured the foliage in the beds of 
annual flowers, for, while the bulbs 
will succeed, if planted as late 
November in the latitude of Wash- 
ing, they are much 
better planted 


earlier, and in the Northern States 
will not succeed when planted later 
than October. 


In the case of crocus, many will 


'find it desirable 
to establish the 


plants that they grow and blossom 
on the lawn much as the wild flowers 
do, or they may be mixed with othei 
bulbs in the border where they wiT 
he one of the earliest flowers to ap- 
pear in the spring and will have dis- 
appeared before the'narcissus begin 
to bloom. The list of varieties oi 
the latter often known as daffodils 
or jonquils, 
is almost bewildering 


ancl some of the more vigorous 
growing kinds may also be establi- 
shed in the lawn in a more or less 
natural state. Many of the varie- 
ties howeverthat succeed in this way 
in England where the flower is ex- 
ceedingly popular, will .not ,do so\welf 
in this country, except in the South- 
ern States and on the Pacific Coast 
Perhaps the best 
for this purpose 


are the Poeticus varities, which are 
certain to be..hardy.

A study which the Department of 


Agriculture 
has been making for 


some tune now of the potato disease 
known as powdery scab, iias result- 
ed in the discovery that soil and 
climatic conditions limit the powder 
of this disease to develop. In con- 
sequence the quarantine regulations 
which formerly restricted interstate 
shipments of potatoes from Maine 
-and two infected counties in New 
York, were removed -September 1. 
These restrictions were a precau- 
tionary measure designed to protect 
potato growers in other states who 
obtained a large 
amount 
of their 


seed from the infected district. Ee- 
cent investigations however, indicate 
that the danger of infection in the 
central and southern states is not 
grdat. In the majority of cases the 
disease has failed to develop in these 
regions, even when it is known that 
infected seed has been planted. 


FARMERS' INSTTUTE POPULAR. 


• In number held and in attendance, 
farmers' institutes are steadily in- 
creasing in popularity, according to 
a report just published by Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. During the fis- 
cal year ending June 30, 1914, 
the 


report states, 25,238 of these insti- 
tutes were held throughout the coun- 
try, with a total attendance of 3,- 
650,381. This in an increase in at- 
tendance of 26 per cent over that 
of any previous year. On the other 
hand, the expense of conducting the 
work was nearly $63,000 less than
